Louisans are Anthony Gior- 
dano, Anthony Lopiparo, John 
hoc agg and Ralph Caleca (Cal- 
co), 


Calls It the Mafia. 

The committee, headed by 
Senator John L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, is seeking to 
establish the extent to which a 
purported syndicate referred to 
by the witness as the Mafia, 
Italian-Americans engaged in 
narcotics traffic and other rack- 
ets, have wormed théir way 
into legitimate business enter- 
prises and labor unions to dis- 
tract attention from their illicit 
activities and to cover up the 
real source of their incomes. 

The names of the St. Louis- 
ans came up during questioning 
by Robert F. Kennedy, commit-

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A Big Court Budget 

In a group of decisions dealing with racial 
desegregation and other important issues, the 
Supreme Court, on its final day of the 1957- 
58 term, performed the constructive service 
that only it can provide in our federal sys- 
tem. A review of a half dozen of these judi- 
cial actions reminds us that our highest 
bench is a distinct branch of the Government, 
co-ordinate with the executive and legislative 
branches and not subservient to either. 

Greatest interest centers in the decision 
of Chief Justice Warren and his eight asso- 
ciates not to lay down a short cut for a ruling 
on Federal Judge Lemley’s suspension of 
school integration in Little Rock for 2% 
years. The Supreme Court had been as*ed 
by the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People to hold a special 
term and pass on the Lemley order without 
waiting for the United States Court of Ap- 
peals to act first. 

In its refusal to speed up the judicial ma- 
chinery, the Supreme Court has not in any 
way withdrawn from its historic 1954 stand 
against segregation in public schools. The 
Court has merely said there is no reason to 
take this extraordinary step now. The power 
to short-circuit the Court of Appeals is rarely 
used, and only when provocation is great. 

The Lemley order means that the focus 
will shift from Arkansas to Virginia, where 
federal district court orders for integration 
are already in effect in several communities, 
including Arlington, just across the Potomac 
from Washington. If integration is carried 
out in these Virginia districts—as it should 
be—the results will not be without their even- 
tual impact in Little Rock. 


In a unanimous decision read by Justice 
Harlan, the supreme tribunal upset a fine of 
$100,000 levied against the NAACP in Ala- 
bama, following desegration activity there. 
Doing so, the nine Justices refused to support 
Alabama’s official attempt to bar the NAACP 
from the state. But it did not dissolve the 
state’s restraining order, thus leaving the 
contestants to take their differences to the 
Alabama Supreme Court before turning to 
the Supreme Court again. 

A civil rights contention also was before the 
Supreme Court in the Girard College case. 
The old Pennsylvania boys’ school was named 
for a colonial merchant prince who specified 
in 1830 that the school was to be for white 
boys only. Four years ago the Supreme Court 
found that Girard College’s public board 
was an agency of the state and that segrega- 
tion under it was illegal discrimination. Since 
then the board has been changed to a private 
body. Accepting this change as a legal basis 
for carrying out the Girard wish, the Supreme 
Court dismisses the case against the trustees 
and sustains the founder’s plan. This, too, 
is fair and reasonable. 

With, Chief Justice Warren not participat- 
ing and Justice Clark dissenting, Justice 
Brennan spoke for a seven-member majority 
in two cases from California, rejecting that 
state’s loyalty oath for organization of groups 
seeking tax exemption. A veterans group and 
a Unitarian church challenged the statute as 
throwing the burden of proof of innocence on 
those who who refused to take the oath. Too 
much reliance has been placed in punitive 
loyalty oaths and this decision cuts them back 
in their applicability to everyday lives. 

- > * 

Perhaps the most important decision of the 
day was that which unanimously held that 
President Eisenhower went beyond his au- 
thority when in 1953 he removed War Claims 
Commissioner Myron Wiener, a Truman ap- 
pointee, solely so the White House could 
appoint some one else. 

Judging the executive firing in “all its 
nakedness,” Justice Frankfurter said the law 
specifically prevented the President from in- 
fluencing the commission in passing on claims 
and that a continuous threat of presidential 
removal was not countenanced either. The 
Supreme Court, said Justice Frankfurter, 
found no removal power, based on wanting 
new appointees, anywhere in the Constitution. 

Still other decisions and rulings narrowly 
upheld dismissals of a teacher and a transit 
conductor who had declined to answer Com- 
munist affiliation questions. Narrow rulings 
also sustained murder convictions in which 
the insanity question was raised in California. 
It was too heavy.a budget for the last day. 
The hope is not unreasonable that in the next 
term, decisions of such importance can be 
spaced out for more adequate public attention. 


A Cut to Be Restored 

President Eisenhower said that he was 
“deeply distressed” when the House Appro- 
priations Committee cut $597 ,000,000 from 
the previously authorized appropriation of 
$3,700,000,000 for foreign aid. The latter 
amount was $200,000,000 under the amount 
originally asked by the President but it was 
satisfactory. Indeed the House had been more 
reasonable than expected. | 

The trouble, of course, is that-an authoriza- 
tion_is not an appropriation. The Appropria- 
tions Committee passes on such bills item by 
item, and that is when the knife flashes. It is 
possible that the cut of more than half a bil- 
lion may be restored when the bill is debated 
on the floor this week, Or failing that, the 
Senate may later insist on the restoration, and 
make its insistence stick when the issue gets 
to a Senate-House compromise committee. 

Yet neither prospect is very bright unless 
the Administration works hard to induce con- 


gressional supporters of foreign aid to make. 


a strong fight. 
President Eisenhower said, quite correctly, 


that the cut could mean “important losses for 


the free world and a serious decreasing of | 


the security of the United States.” Just when 
our diplomacy is confronted by especially 
difficult problems hardly is the time for cut- 
ting the funds which support it.

Hearsay and Seesay 


Not content with offering a good deal of 
hearsay evidence about Sherman Adams, John 
Fox of Boston now resorts to something even 
less impressive—“seesay.” Mr. Fox, it de- 
velops, did not actually hear Sherman Adams 
trying to shut up Bernard Goldfine after the 
latter had offered his alleged toast to the 
presidential assistant as one who had never 
let him down. But Mr. Fox saw Mr. Adams 
and Mr. Goldfine walk out of earshot, and he 
felt sure from observing their demeanor that 
Mr. Adams was telling Mr. Goldfine to keep 
his mouth shut! 

Just what kind of evidence is this, to be 
spread on the public record of the Harris 
subcommittee? Admittedly an investigating 
committee cannot apply to testimony the legal 
standards of a court trial, but it certainly has 
a responsibility to prevent a witness from 
using the forum of a committee hearing for 
speculating about what might have been said 
if he had heard it. 

Despite Representative Harris’s defense of 
the subcommittee’s procedure, the fact re- 
mains that no corroboration for Mr. Fox’s 
most serious charges has been brought for- 
Ward. With respect to his charge that Mr. 
Goldfine bought Mr. Adams a house in Wash- 
ington, the available facts appear to contra- 
dict him flatly. His resort to “seesay” testi- 
mony does nothing to strengthen confidence 
in his credibility. 

What is the proper conduct of an investi- 
gating committee when confronted with such 
evidence? We think that unless the members 
honestly believe the evidence can be substan- 
tiated, or that publishing it will bring out 
facts which would otherwise remain hidden, 
a committee is wrong to hear such testimony 
in public. It should be added that some of 
the Republican defenders of Mr. Adams who 
are now crying the loudest about the injustice 
done to him would be far more persuasive if 
they had ever protested the injustices done 
to many less exalted people by professional 
witnesses in subversion cases. 


Mr. Fox says he is going to sue Mr. Adams 
for libel. As the allegedly wronged person, 
Mr. Adams ought to lure Mr. Fox out of his 
congressional immunity and sue him. Mean- 
while the Fox episode does not change the 
fact that the most damaging evidence against 
Sherman Adams has been given by Sherman 
Adams. Over-emphasizing dubious testimony 
by questionable witnesses only fogs the basic 
issues. 


Make This the Last One 


With the St. Louis city government on the 
verge of balancing the budget at last, the Ad- 
ministration and the Aldermen might well 
begin thinking of how to avoid another round 
in what has come to be the city’s annual 
financial crisis. 

Mayor Tucker, his colleagues on the Board 
of Estimate, and a majority of the Aldermen 
seem to agree that the long-range solution 
to the city’s money problem involves an in- 


-erease in the earnings tax. Two hurdles of 


considerable size stand in the way. First is 
the need for enabling action by the Legisla- 
ture, and second that of amending the City 
Charter to increase the tax. 

At the moment the problem of an enabling 
act is paramount. Even now may not be too 


soon to begin working on it—at least in St. — 


Louis. The seats of three of the city’s seven 
state senators and all 18 of its state repre- 
sentatives will be at stake in November; some 
of the incumbents face contests in the party 
primaries Aug. 5. 

If all candidates for the Missouri House and 
Senate from St. Louis were pledged to sup- 
port an effort to give the city “home rule” 
over the earnings tax, a big part of the battle 
of Jefferson City would be won. For if St. 
Louis can send a united delegation to the 
capital next January, outstaters would be 
more inclined than not to give the city what 
it wants. 

The job of attempting to persuade all St. 
Louis legislative candidates now, and perhaps 
of touring the state in the fall, might very 
well be taken on as a bi-partisan effort by a 
group that would include the Aldermanic 
leaders of both parties as well as the Mayor. 


All they would be seeking would be removal 
of the present % of 1 per cent ceiling on the 
earnings tax. Then St. Louisans, by a three- 
fifths majotity at the polls, could amend the 
Charter and raise the tax slightly if they saw 
fit. That would put city finances on a sound 
basis and permit repeal of most of the 
nuisance taxes levied over the last several 
weeks. 


Pursuit in the Shetlands 


A tale such as Sir Walter Scott or Robert 
Louis Stevenson might have written, with its 
locale in territory well-known to them, comes 
from the rugged Shetland Islands, most north- 
ern and desolate of England’s possessions. 
As in a scene from Stevenson's “Kidnaped” or 
Scott’s “The Pirate,” a man seeking freedom 
rowed ashore on. Walls and fled across the 
wild moors from 30 pursuers. 

He was Erich Teayn, an Estonian whose 
wife and children are refugees in Sweden. 
He fled from two boatloads of Soviet fisher- 
men who sought to take him back to one of 
the trawlers which had been off the Shetlands 
for several days. Under the eerie light of the 
aurora borealis, Teayn ran for two miles 
across peat bogs and through heather until 
he came to a farm cottage where the own 
hid him. For two hours the Russians went 
about the countryside and the village rousing 
people and asking for Teayn. 
station they asserted they did not know these 
British-offshore islands were inhabited until 
they landed. There was no hullabaloo. The 
police let them depart. 

The British Home Office has made a pro- 
test to the Soviet Embassy in London, ‘It is 
not difficult to imagine the fuss that would 
be made by Moscow had 30 foreigners landed 
on Soviet territory. It:is easy for a plane 
flying in overcast to cross a border by mis- 
take. But a sea frontier is usually unmistak- 
able. Moscow can take a lesson from London 
on how to handle a genuine case of trespass.

Five Factors Set Tone of Administration; Some Were Missing

All five factors as they operate 
today suggest that Sherman Adams 
has no exclusive -hold on “impru- 
dent” conduct, 

American voters as a whole have 
neyer shown any great anger about 
corruption, as have the British. When 
a Labor M.P. accepted a gold cigaret 
case, a suit of clothes, hospitality, 
and a week’s vacation at a seaside, 
a Labor leader, Attorney General 
Sir Hartley Shawcross said: 

“Our whole system of government 
rests upon public confidence in the 
honor and integrity of those who are 
officers of the crown, If in the end 
some once-promising career is ended, 
let no one take it as the occasion for 
smug self-righteousness or partisan 
satisfaction. It is a matter which af- 
fects every political party, and every 
citizen, and every party and every 
citizen suffers for it.” 


The Teapot Dome scandals of the

Spareribs and steaKs, superb 
for barbecues, of course will 
cost more money than the 
items listed above. The spare- 
ribs, particularly, are scarce 
and high—but so delicious that 
they are well worth the price 
if you can stretch the budget 
a bit for the holiday weekend. 

Every proper picnic includes 
stuffed eggs; here again the 
little woman responsible for 
pleasing her family while 
balancing her food budget is 
in luck since eggs are plenti- 
ful and préces reasonable.

WHAT OTHER items are 
traditional for outings? Well, 
let’s see; potato salad, coleslaw, 
roastin’ ears, sliced tomatoes 
and onions, and melons. 

Now check this against the 
current bargains. Potatoes are 
on the “good buys” list; cab- 
bage is such a timely item 
that it was featured in last 
Thursday’s food section of this 
newspaper; corn is of excellent 
quality right now and in a 
moderate. if not low-cost; 
bracket; those big sweet onions 
to slice and serve with toma- 
toes or sandwiches are reason- 
ably priced. . 

Tomatoes are coming in from 
several sources of supply. Those 
from Arkansas are quite similar 
to our homegrown ones, heavy-

tive flavor. There is, however, 
a rather wide_variation in the 
price of tomatoes; choose them 
with care, since some are show- 
ing growth cracks. 

As for the crunchy relishes 
which are a “must” with picnic 
foods, celery has come down in 
price for the first time in a 
long while; carrots for crisp 
sticks are cheap; green onions 
and radishes are moderate; 
beets (delicious”when pickled) 
are a bargain. . 

In salad vegetables, look fo 
values in homegrown endive, 
escarole and romaine; even 
Bibb lettuce from Ohio is fairly 
reasonable, 
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AND FOR DESSERT? Mel- 
ons, of course. Watermelons 
rate a double eheck on your 
marketing’ list. They are of 
unusually fine quality and ship- 
ments have been so heavy that 
prices are rock-bottom. 

Cantaloupe shipments have 
not been too heavy, but the 
quality has shown improve- 
ment. Honeydew prices have 
worked down slightly;

But although the custom re- 
“Mains unchanged, the outing 
itself hag kept pace with the 
times. Today some may choose 
to motor, some hike, some sail, 
some go fishing and some row 
to a picnic, while many will 
stay at home and have a dandy 
picnic right in their own back- 
yard. The tail gate of a station 
wagon can mean a picnic in 
style; spread a cloth, unpack 
lunch and there is a built-in 
picnic site. As a result of the 
great boom in boating, millions 
of Americans will spend their 
holiday hours on the waters 
of rivers or lakes. 

Barbecues have become al- 
most as common as lawn mow- 
ers. They are available large 
or small, built-in or portable;

With these modern advan- 
tages, and a little wise advance 
planning, Mother can share in 
the fun with a minimum amount 
of effort.

Several coolets can “sub” for 
an ice chest with good effect 
if the following technique is 
used. Chill the coolers well 
with ice water before starting 
out on the trip. Empty out the 
ice water and add ice cubes 
and pre-chilled foods and bev- 
erages. This pre-chilling of the 
coolers and “foods to go in 
them adds many hours to the 
efficiency of the coolers. If 
your boat has an ice chest, go 
to the dock the night before 
and put ice in it to get it cool- 
ed off. Then add additional ice 
the day of the trip.

A PICNIC needn't be a 
“sketchy” meal. If you know 
your new picnic techniques, 
you can have a real “Sunday 
dinner” right at the picnic site. 

Frozen vegetables cooked 
over a campfire add variety to 
picnic fare. Wrap the frozen 
vegetables with their season- 
ings in throw-away cooking 
pans of aluminum foil. _The 
vegetables defrost in about 
three hours while on the way 
to the picnic spot, then place 
the sealed packages of vege- 
tables on the rack over char- 
coal or wood coals to steam 
30 to 40 minutes, later starting 
the steaks, hamburgers or hot 
dogs to go with them. The 
vegetables “steam in their own 
juices” to perfection. Just re- 
member to allow approximately 
three hours from freezer to 
campfire, whether the camp- 
fire is in your own backyard 
or a hundred miles away. 

Here is just one suggestion: 

Lemonated Peas in Foil. 

One package frozen peas.

SCIENCE EDUCATION 
MEASURE ADVANCED 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (AP) 
—The House Education Com- 
mittee today informally ap- 
proved a four-year $660,000,000 
program of federal aid to édu- 
cation with emphasis on 
science. The formal vote was 
scheduled tomorrow. 

The measure incorporates 

many of the proposals of the 
Eisenhower Administration to 
help America best Russia in 
science and technology. 
_ It would provide for, federal 
scholarships, loans to students, 
fellowships and matching 
grants to the states for science 
teaching equipment. 

“I'm looking forward to our 
defense education bill of 1958 
being adopted by an over- 
whelming vote,” Representative 
Carl Elliott (Dem.), Alabama, 
author of the measure, told re- 
porters after today’s session. 

Representative Harry G. 
Haskell (Rep.), Delaware, said 
he thought it was “a darn good 
bill” and as close to Adminis- 
tration desires as it possibly 
could. 

President Eisenhower sent 
Congress a proposal for an edu- 
cational aid program to cost 
one billion dollars for four 
years, with the states contribut- 
ing an additional $600,000,600. 

The committee bill broadens 
some of the Administration 
proposals, omits others and 
adds various aids, including the 
student loan plan.

PARIS; July 1 ‘(AP)—The 
he | United Arab Republic has for- 
bidden Jews who formerly lived 
in its Egyptian or Syrian prov- 
inces to return, the European 
director of the American Jew- 
ish Committee said today. 


| Zachariah Shuster called it 
the first wholesale anti-Jewish 
decree of its kind since Hitler. 
He said it applies to all Jews 
regardless of nationality who 
left the two Middle Eastern 
areas between the ages of 10 
and 65. 

The decree was so worded, 
Shuster said, that Jewish tour- 
ists who visit the U.A.R. might 
‘find themselves barred there- 
after. 

Shuster charged. that ethnie 
and religious discrimination is 
being incorporated into a na- 
tionality law now being pre- 
“as a political 
weapon to strengthen (Presi- 
dent) Nasser’s position in the 
Arab world.” It would empower 
the Minister of Interior to 
withdraw nationality from any 
citizen who had ever been a 
Zionist, he said. 

The law would worsen the 
“already precarious” position 
of some 15,000 Jews remaining 
in Egypt and 5000 to 7000 in 


Syria, Shuster said. Some 25.- 
000 Jews have left Egypt since 
the Sinai war with Israel in 
1956, he reported.

—Gov. James T. Blair said to- 
day he had been requested by 
the Missouri State Labor Coun- 
cil AFL-CIO to call a special 
session of the Missouri Legis- 
lature, to extend by 13 weeks 
the present 26-week maximum 
‘for payment of unemployment 
compensation benefits.

- On Withholding Tax Cheaters 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (AP) 
—Federal tax collectors, armed 
with a new law eff last 


mi are preparing a new

Any employer who ignors the 
withholding tax laws now is 
liable to a sentence of up to a 
year in jail and a $5000 fine. 
Heretofore the Internal Rev- 
enue Service has been able 
only to attach business assests 
to satisfy claims for delin- 


quent withholding taxes. 

Officials said they expect 
the new law to act as a power- 
ful deterrent to tax cheating, 
which showed an upswing last 
year. 

Of 4,400,000 businesses which 
withhold taxes for the Govern-

ment, 377,253 were delinquent 
to the extent of nearly $301,- 
000,000 in 1957. The number 
increased from 356,748 in 1956, | 


when delinquencies totaled 
$279 000,000, 
Officials said almost 


ness men—operators of filling 
stations, barber shops, beauty 
pariors, smal] factories and the 
like. They said few if any 
really large firms run afoul of 
the withholding tax regula- 
tions. 

If any employer pockets 
withheld taxes, his workers are 
not hurt. The Revenue Service 
credits them with the full 
amount, whether the money is 
passed along to the Treasury. 

In addition to providing 
criminal penalties, the new 
law makes it easier for the 
Government to force compli- 


ance with tax regulations 
through administrative meas- 
ures.

warnings can be required to 
all| deposit taxes within two bank- 


ing days after withholding 
them. Deposits are to be made 


meet this requirement can 
bring criminal prosecution. 

The normal proceduré is for 
businesses to déposit withheld 
taxes in special accounts once 
a month. 

Provisions of the new law 
also apply to many excise taxes 
on transportation, communica- 
tions, admissions and club fees.

NEW YORK, July 1, (AP). ™ 

ONE WAY a movie star measures success is by the 
time he has to spend with lawyers. 

_ “Bill, you're really getting up in the world,” a lawyer 
said to actor William 
Holden recently. “Your 
first contract ran to only 
21 pages. Your latest one 
is over 100.” 

Another measure of 
stardom now is the dis- 
tance an actor travels 
each year. 

Holden, an Oscar win- 
ner and one of America's 
golden top 10 box office 
draws, estimates he has 
traveled 600,000 miles in 
the last five years. 

"T'll do 150,000 this 
year,” he said during a 
luncheon pause here on 
his way to the West 
Coast. The day before he 
hed been in Paris, the 
day before that in Rome. 

Bill, whose latest pic- 
ture, “The Key,” was 
made in England, says the movie industry has changed 
basically sincere he became an overnight star in “Golden 
Boy.” That was 42 pictures and 20 years ago.

“Let's sit down here in the 
reading room and just gen- 
erally relax a little,” said Miss 
Dorward.

The reading 
room is quite a spot for relax- 
ing. In fact, some of the pa- 
trons have found the club-like 
atmosphere so restful that 
they have been known to drop 
off for short naps. Tremen- 
dous windows occupy most of 
the north and east walls of 
the room, which is furnished 
with long wooden tables and 
leather covered chairs. Marble 
busts of Robert Burns, Sir 
Walter Scott, George Washing- 
ton, a statue of the West Wind 
by Gould, a Sevres vase on a 
bronze stand and a copy of a 
statue of the Venus de Medici 
add an air of dignity. The 
Venus, so the story goes, was 
given to the library years ago 
by an art dealer tenant who 
couldn't pay his rent. A death 
mask of Napoleon hangs over 
ah elaborate carved oak fire- 
place. Oak paneling and iron 
scroll] work cover most of the 
south and west walls. 

We asked Miss Dorward to 
fill us in on her career to 
date, and she gave the follow- 
ing report: 

“T was born in Forfar, Scot- 
land. My parents had been 
living in the United States, 
where my father was employed 
as a horticulturist, but shortly 
before my birth, mother re- 
turned to otland with my 
sister because she wanted me 
to be born on native soil.

“The membership fee is cer- 
tainly most reasonable, and the 
delivery service, bringing books 
right to your door, is some- 
thing I have never heard of 
anywhere,” she said. “Although 
the library does own this build- 
ing and receives rent from the 
First National Bank, which 
leases the first five floors, we 
do have something of a finan- 
cial problem.

“All of a sudden,” she was saying, “he heard 
a warwhoop. It was the Blackfeet throwing their 
tomahawks in the air.’ The children wriggied 
and the canvas campstools on which they were 
sitting squeaked loudly, 


Colter got out of it that time but a short time later 
he was in trouble again. He and a friend were surrounded, 
the friend was rash enough to shoot, and he was killed 
and Colter was captured. The Indians decided to make 
him do the Injun Run. One boy volunteered.to tell what 
the Injun Run was. 

The Injun Run involved stripping the victim and 
fending him, barefoot up to his chin, across a prairie of 
prickly pear, to run for his life. Colter ran six miles with- 
out looking back. When he glanced over his shoulder he 
saw he had outrun all but one Indian. Sensing that the 
enemy was gaining, he stopped suddenly, wheeled around, 
caught the Indian off balance and killed him with his 
own spear. 

Hiding in a river until nightfall, Colter then walked 
across a mountain top, endured cold at night, heat by day, 
and lived on roots for seven days until he got back to the 
fort. A glutton for punishment, he made two return trips 
to Indian territory (the kids groaned over this) but finally 
came back and settled down on a Missouri farm,

Wife’s Complaint Against the Company 


Man’s Career Makes His a Full Life, While Hers Is Often Dreary—Some Possible Solutions 
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Mrs. Franklyn Levin is 
the wife of a geophysicist 
who commutes between 
Tulsa and Maracaibo, Vene- 
zuela.

IN A RECENT DISCUSSION 
with a famous scientist visiting 
us, my husband—always sensi- 
tive to my problems as well as 
his own—asked, “What does 
your wife say about your being 
away from home so much?” 
(The scientist is the father of 
a very large family.) 

“She doesn’t like it,” 
visitor answered. 

“My wife blows her top after 
three months of absence,” my 
husband grinned. 

“They all have their subtle 
ways of taking revenge,” I was 
startled to hear this famous 
man say. “My wife takes to the 
bottle.” 

Let me quickly say that the 
demands made on the women 
of my acquaintance make the 
pioneer woman look like Sissy 
Sally. A woman in a covered 
wagon was expected to hold a 
gun beside her husband hold- 
ing his gun. But certainly she 
was not generally expected to 
raise her children without mas- 
culine authority. She was not 
expected to sit down to meals 
week after week without a 
word of masculine praise or 
discussion. She was not ex- 
pected to make her whole so- 
cial life revolve around fem- 
inine activities. 

The situation, I think, is not 
so much that women are re- 
luctant to have their gifted 
men living to the fullest their 
gifts. Any astute woman real- 
izes the importance of his suc- 
cess at his work to a man’s 
self-esteem. I myself have only 
to see my husband walking 
from mountain-top to moun- 
tain-top in enormous. giant 
strides when his work is, as it 
has recently been, spectacular- 
ly successful. 

The point that I wish to 
make is that the years of child- 
bearing and child-rearing re- 
quire two parents. These years 
extend, usually, over only one 
decade, and in that decade, 
society must recognize the le- 
gitimate claims of young moth- 
ers on their husbands. We ex- 
pect our young mothers to be 
flexible: They must adjust to 
confining situations of the 
nursery, accept with alacrity 
the many transfers from city to 
city, leaving behind relatives, 
friends and familiar § land- 
marks, making homes in vil- 
lages, towns and .cities where 
even the patterns of speech are 
strange. 

The young husband, equally 
challenged by newness and 
change, is quickly swept up in 
the complexities of his work, 
devoting (as he should) his best 
creative energies to his proj- 
ects; he travels, he is sent on 
field trips, to conventions and 
professional meetings. He is in 
contact with people who share 
his interests, stimulating and 
educated people. There is va- 
riety and excitement to each 
new day, a sense of achieve- 
ment, and with each raise in 
salary the man has a feeling 
of self-realization and personal 
worth. 

At home his wife makes 
beds, scrubs floors, loads the 
automatic washer, unloads the 
clothes into the drier, washes 
dishes (or loads and unloads 
the dishwasher), pours ready- 
mix into the electric mixer, 
waxes floors, markets, cooks, 
tends the children. None of 
these jobs is distasteful. Most 
women. enjoy their children 
and their homes, especially the 
creative part of homemaking: 
cooking, decorating and enter- 
taining. 

Even if these tasks are not 
what a woman would choose to 
do, most women accept them 
as a temporary and necessary 
part of life, looking forward to 
the time when junior will be 
old enough to get himself to 
the dentist, the music lesson, 
the dancing lesson, the Scout 
meeting and the million other 
activities for which Mama is 
a chauffeur.

Her husband's career can be 
for a. woman an extra bonus 
of interest to maintain during 
the difficult (and sometimes 
boring) years of raising her 
little ones. She can read his 
professional journals: she can 
be invited by the company to 
come and see the films shown 
to their employes (films in- 
tended for laymen exactly like 
her), she can be invited to open 
houses where she may get a

Margaret Mead, in a recent 
article insists that men and 
women are becoming “more 
narrowly domestic,” but in our 
acquaintance, we see whole 
families going to Caracas to 
live for an indefinite period, 
we see families who have just 
finished redecorating a newly- 
purchased home putting that 
home up for sale; we see fa- 
thers separated from their chil- 


dren for weeks and months at” 


a time. This looks like more 
of a problem to us than the 
apron strings of a possessive 
mama. 

In the past few months my 
husband has been actively re- 
cruiting young scientists. Part 
of his recruiting efforts in- 
cludes bringing home potential 
employes for a good dinner. 
Recently on one of my hus- 
band’s trips to an ‘eastern uni- 
versity he met a student whose 
qualifications were tremendous- 
ly apealing. When my husband 
returned to Tulsa he talked 
about the student, saying, “His 
wife seems to wield a lot of 
influence. I sure wish we could 
get him here.” 


“Well,” I suggested, “why 
don’t you ask the company 
to pay his wife’s expenses 
here, too?” 

Frank gave me that look 
that means “I belong to the 
Society” (the Society that is, 
of Prevention of Cruelty to 
Dumb Wives.) 

“Why not?” I insisted. 

“It’s just not done, 
company policy.” 

“I know: ‘It doesn't have 
to make sense’ it’s company 
policy.’ ”’ o 

“O.K. I'll ask.” 


The wife’s expenses were 
paid and she came to Tulsa. 
She was my guest, and I drove 
her around our clean lovely 
city. It was spring, the loveliest 
time of yeir in the Southwest, 
with the redbud and dogwood 
in full bloom, the air full of 
perfume. 

She was enchanted. Her hus- 
band was impressed with the 
lab. The financial offer made 
him was not better—but at 
least equa) to—other offers he 
had had. What did the trick 
and brought him to our lab 
was the expense-paid trip for 
his wife. Was it worth it for 
the company over a long-range 

riod? 

In October, 1951, Fortune 
magazine published an article 
by William H. Whyte JZJr., 
called “The Wives of Manage- 
ment” which was so controver- 
sial that to this day you can 
still hear violent discussions of 
his thesis. Mr. Whyte recorded 
the lament of an executive:

“We control a man’s environ- 
ment in business, but we lose 
it entirely when he crosses the 
threshold of his home. Manage- 
ment therefore has a challenge 
and an obligation to deliberate- 
ly plan and create a favorable, 
constructive attitude on the 
part of the wife that will lib- 
erate her husband’s total ener- 
gies for the job.” 

Nothing infuriates a woman 
more than the idea that a 
man’s “total energies” should 
go to his job. The executive 
who expects a man to “eat 
and sleep his company” ignores 
the plain fact that most women 
know instinctively: There have 
been cultures which have en- 
dured without a business econ- 
omy, without commerce and 
trade, but no culture can last 
more than one generation with- 
out the husband-and-wife rela- 
tionship. 

In the Fortune article, Mr. 
Whyte posed this . Hobson’s 
choice to men: “If you had to 
make the choice which would 
you take: an increasingly satis- 
fying work life and a propor- 
tionately souring home life— 
or the opposite.” This is the 
same kind of choice Margaret 
Mead is offering the American 
family: Do you want to have 
a home, a wife and children, 
or do you want to travel to far 
places, risking no return and 
living adventurously and to the 
hilt? 

I think my husband in a re- 
cent letter summed up the way 
a man feels toward his job. 
“The sanctity of a corporation 
is an irreligious thought even 
for an agnostic,” he wrote. 
“When I’m in the field I work 
hard, but it’s not for the com- 
pany: it’s for the work itself. 
There is something irreligious 
in doing a poor job when 
you're capable of better. The 
dignity of work is a platitude, 
but a true one.‘ It’s part of the 
pride of being a man (sexless 
sense).” 

Corporation executives seem 
to have forgotten the manifold 
problems of raising small chil- 
dren. Many wives were the 
chief breadwinners while. their 
young husbands studied at col- 
lege. Both man and wife were 
completely dedicated to the 
ideal and and effort of that 
higher degree of learning. 
There was little leisure: The 
wife not only worked (at teach- 
ing, in an office, as a clerk) 
but she also kept house and 
often helped her student-hus- 
band in his lab or typing his 
thesis. They sacrificed sleep, 
fun, social life for the future. 
Now the future is here, and if 
an employer demands the 


man’s ‘total energies,’ what is | 


left for the family? 


Many wives of my acquaint- 
ance cannot even 


heartedness; some put it this 
way: “‘He has two lives—he 
lives in the world and in the 
home. I don’t even have one.” 


What, for example, are the 
company policies about busi- 
ness trips? 

“What can I say?” a young 
executive of a sportswear 
house asks, spreading his 
hands in despair. “Of course I 
protest I wish I could stay 
home with my wife and the 
kids. There she is, slaving away 
at home. When we take a vaca- 
ti®n we go somewhere in our 
old beat-up car. We pack 
lunches and we read the menu 
from right to left, concentrat- 
ing on the cheapest meals. 

“When I go on a field trip 
the company wants me to live 
well. I travel first class and 
stay at excellent hotels. I eat 
steaks and lobster. kL have three

But many of us do look back 
to the time when we were both 
in college, meeting people who 
were stimulating and exciting, 
sharing the same -goals, taking 
time out when we could go for 
a walk in the park—hand in 
hand—together. Few activities 
that husband and wife can en- 
gage in can bring them closer 
than taking courses together. 

There is so much discussion 
about the divorce rate and em- 
ne. eee 
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bittered marriages that you 
hardly ever hear any more 
about the glory and wonder of 
a good marriage. Employes 
have deluded themselves into 
believing that a man who gives 
his “total energies’ to his job 
is a happy man. They fail to 
take into account the successes 
and achievments of the man’s 
wife and his children having 
an effect upon his personality 
on the job. A contented, happy 
home where he can entertain 
his business associates and his 
friends is more than a source 
of pride for a man. It is his 
Gibraltar. 


Most wives relate themselves 
to their husband’s work so in- 
timately that every promotion, 
every success, is a personal 
pat on the back for the woman 
herself. But more than salary 
increases and increased pres-- 
tige is the contentment of her 
husband and his own sense of 
self-esteem and accomplish- 
ment. 


A human being’s first loyal- 
ties are to himself, his own 
integrity and the needs of his 
family; there follows closely 
his respect for his work and 
himself as a workman. In all 
these things a man's wife is as 
close to him and inseparable 
as his shadow.

“MY PRIZE PUPIL is Mrs.

This 
hand is a typical illustration 
of her daring bidding and card 
reading,” writes Al Roth in 
sending today’s slam at hearts.

The bidding:

“Using the Roth-Stone Sys- 
tem,” Roth continues, “the 
jump raise to game in a ma- 
jor by a passed hand is a very 
strong bid. Thus Mrs. Siegel 
placed me with a good hand 
when I bid four hearts, but 
still, if East had not bid four 
spades, she would have been 
forced to pass four hearts, for 
it would have been too danger- 
ous to bid again in view of her 
poor spade holding. 

“But when East bid four 
spades, South was presented 
with a different picture. Part- 
ner must be short in spades 
and must have the right key 
cards. Thus her jump to six 
hearts. 

“All Roth-Stone players are 
taught this principle: jump to 
slam in competitive situations 
when you are not sure you can 
make it, not caring if the op- 
ponents take a save. Thus, if 
they take a save, they save at 
the highest level. On this hand, 
the opponents did not save and 
six hearts was a laydown.” 

Declarer made her §six- 
heart contract by ruffing two 
spades and a club on the board. 
She lost one spade trick. 

Had the opponents sacrificed 
at six spades, they could have 
lost one heart, one diamond, 
two clubs and a club ruff. This 
would give North-South 700 
points, not as much as the 
heart slam but more than the 
value of the vulnerable heart 
game.

A Public Lite Problem 


NEW YORK, July 1. 

THE CURRENT congressional investigations point up 
a general problem that has developed in public life. There 
seems to be a continuing disclosure of what might be 
called either complete naivete on the part of Government 
officials or else acceptance of a theory that one has the 
right to receive certain material considerations in return 
for rendering a service to the public which the officials 
‘all say they must give. 

This is offered to explain whatever assistance they 
gave those people who received some kind of considera- 
tion. Whether any real advantage except speed was ob- 
tained is difficult to say, but the custom on gift giving and 
receiving obviously needs some reconsideration. 


It is sad that Lebanon is now bedeviled by 
religious factions. For a long time that country 
was free of religious prejudices and kept a balance 
in its Government. Now there seems to have de- 
veloped an imbalance of population, and religious 
differences are turning into political differences. 


If only the borders of Lebanon can be kept free from 


ment to bring about normal conditions. One certainly 
hopes for that small country a measure of return to quiet 
and freedom. 


THE CITIZENS COMMITTEE for Children of N.Y.C. 
has just put out a study on the impact of modern prescrip- 
tion drugs on the family budget. 
apply to many other areas of our country. The committee 
made a very careful study and came to the conclusion that 
many families are experiencing “real hardship” by spend- 
ing large sums of money for brand name drugs “which 
eould be bought at a fraction of the cost if their scientific 
names were used by physicians writing prescriptions.” 


During this two-year intense study, 46 
health, welfare and civic organizations were ¢on- 
sulted by the city. They found that patients “often 
have great difficulty in meeting the cost of medi- 
cines essential to survival or alleviation of pain” 
if they are suffering from arthritis, rheumatism, 
cancer, heart disease or tuberculosis. 


The committee also discovered that even city depart- 
ments such as city hospitals and welfare departments pay 
different sums for the same quantity of the same drugs. 
The committee urged public and voluntary agencies, 
health insurance companies and civic organizations to work 
together to obtain support for changes in public. policy 
which would help alleviate the situation.
